NDP pushes tax credit

It was like backwards day 
— an NDP leader getting 
warm applause from busi¬ 
ness leaders for a speech 
on tax breaks and fighting 
deficits. 

Darrell Dexter chose a 
Halifax Chamber of Com¬ 
merce luncheon on Thurs¬ 
day to announce a 10 per 
cent manufacturing tax 
credit if the NDP wins the 
next election. 

Dexter expects the credit 
to cost between $20 and 
$25 million and create 


more than 2,000 jobs. 

“This tax credit would be 
a vote of confidence in the 
industries that will be part 
of the future economic 
successes that is there for 
the taking,” said Dexter. 

The 10 per cent credit 
would be 75 per cent re¬ 
fundable, so for every mil¬ 
lion dollars invested a 
company would save 


$75,000. 

Dexter predicted the eco¬ 
nomic growth spurred by 
the credit would yield a 10 
per cent return in econom¬ 
ic activity in the first year 
alone. 

Dexter implied the mon¬ 
ey for the credit could 
come from the industrial 
expansion fund. He said 
that fund didn’t have 


enough accountability 
measures. But he ruled out 
going into deficit. 

“We have to balance the 
budget. We can’t add to 
the debt. We can’t afford to 
do that,” he said. 

Conservative MLA Jamie 
Muir seemed to welcome 
the idea, but he said it all 
comes down to finding the 
money for it. 

“Certainly it would be a 
good thing if it would help 
business grow in this 
province and if the 
province could afford it,” 
said Muir. 

“It’s all about being able 
to afford these things.”

of $165 a month in 2008 
and retroactive to Jan. 1, 
2009, they’ll pay $177. 

They made the applica¬ 
tion in September for 
three reasons: Fewer cus¬ 
tomers than they forecast¬ 
ed actually connected to 
the system; the 2,000 cus¬ 
tomers in Amherst, Dart¬ 
mouth and Halifax used 
less fuel than expected;

“We no longer allow 
that,” RCMP Commission¬ 
er William Elliott told a 
parliamentary committee 
in Ottawa yesterday. 

Elliott stressed the force 
believes the conducted en¬ 
ergy weapons, which fire a 
50,000-volt discharge, are 
still a “useful weapon.” 

But the force has 
changed its training and 
policy directives to officers 
in the field to flag the 
“risks” and to stress it 
should only be used when 
“necessary” to ensure “offi¬ 
cer or public safety.” 

The new policy also says 


use of the Taser must be 
“reasonable” in circum¬ 
stances where otherwise a 
firearm would be used. 

Const. Jeff Carr, a 
spokesman for the Halifax 
Regional Police, said they 
revamped their Taser train¬ 
ing rules last year. 

A hearing is set for later 
this month in a Halifax 
courtroom to look into the 
death of Howard Hyde. He 
died in 2007, several hours 
after police used a Taser on 
him. Another inquiry is on¬ 
going in B.C. regarding the 
death of Polish immigrant 
Robert Dziekanslci. 

The Taser should now on¬ 
ly be used where there is 
“lethal overwatch” or 
where another police offi¬ 
cer is standing by ready to 
shoot his gun at an individ¬ 
ual if the Taser fails to sub¬ 
due the suspect, Elliott said. 

The instructions also 
warn of the “hazards of 
multiple deployment or 
continuous cycling” of the

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Many people in Bedford 
want a better route to 
work, but feel bad for the 
Halifax homeowners who 
are going to pay for it. 

The city and province 
hosted two meetings this 
week to present the plans 
for a road widening project 
for Bayers Road and the 
Highway 102 corridor from 
Windsor Street to Fall River. 

The first meeting on 
Wednesday night left con¬ 
cerned residents frustrated 
at a lack of answers. 

“They gave a good techni¬ 
cal presentation but they 
didn’t answer a lot of ques¬ 
tions that the people had, 
like when this was going to 
happen,” said Matt Jobb 
who lives on Bayers Road. 

Jobb is a civil engineer 
and he found the presenta¬ 
tion too technical without 
answering how the project 
will directly affect his yard. 

Construction is expected 
to take place in stages over 
30 years, but Jobb said that’s 
no comfort. 

“That doesn’t help us be¬ 


cause no one’s going to be 
interested in buying a house 
if they know this is coming.” 

He added a few residents 
of Chebucto Road attended 
the meeting and said they 
sympathized with Bayers 
Road residents. 

The second meeting in 
Bedford Thursday was ex¬ 
pected to go smoother. Bed¬ 
ford Coun. Tim Outhit said 
the project is of great inter¬ 
est to commuters there. 

“It’s positive in the sense 
that we’re happy to get 
some of the truck traffic 
from Burnside and local 
traffic off the Dartmouth 
Road and off the Bedford 
Highway,” he said. “But I 
think there are going to be 
some people in Bedford who 
have some concerns about 
the folks on Bayers Road.” 

Like the Bayers Road resi¬ 
dents, Outhit said city coun¬ 
cillors are also looking for 
some answers before the is¬ 
sue comes to a vote. 

“I’m hopeful we’ll be able 
to reach some solution with 
reversing lanes, etc. so this 
project would be less se¬ 
vere,” he said. “This is no 
slam dunk, nothing has 
been decided yet.” 


• The minister for Conserve 
Nova Scotia thinks widening 
Bayers Road will be good for 
the environment. 

The plan has sparked oppo¬ 
sition from residents and envi¬ 
ronmentalists who say it pro¬ 
motes car use over public 
transportation. 


“tremendous benefit to the 
environment” because they 
decrease congestion and 
reduce idling. 

“I think it's the right 
approach,” said Barnet of the 
project. “We now need long¬ 


term planning. There are peo¬ 
ple that will be inconven¬ 
ienced by this, but it is a very 
long-term approach.” 

He said the widening needs 
to go hand in hand with 
green initiatives like investing 
in public transportation. 

“At the end of the day it's 


about doing both. Fixing the 
now problems and fixing the 
future problems in both pub¬ 
lic transportation and making 
the road network a better 
road network so that people 
aren't stuck in traffic,” said 
Barnet.

Grade 10 girls can catch up on shots 


In a province with the high¬ 
est rate of invasive cervical 
cancer, handing out more 
free vaccines is considered 
a healthy move. 

Next year, Grade 10 girls 
who missed the Human Pa¬ 
pilloma Virus (HPV) vaccine 
in Grade 7 will be able to 
catch up. 

In 2007, the province 
started giving girls in Grade 
7 the three doses required 


for the vaccination. The 
6,000 girls in Grade 10 next 
year are still in the optimal 
age range for the vaccine, 
but missed it by one year. 

“This one piece of that 
(reducing cervical cancer 
rates) doesn’t negate the 
pap screening or any other 
safe-sex practices for sexual 
health,” said Kim McGill, 
the province’s immuniza¬ 
tion coordinator. 


It is a voluntary vaccina¬ 
tion program and some 
parents have declined to 
give their girls the free vac¬ 
cine. 

In the 2007-2008 school 
year, 80 per cent of eligible 
girls were given the vaccine. 

“Which was one of the 
highest (uptake rates) of 
any of the four provinces 
that offer the program,” 
said McGill. 


There are a few reasons 
why parents decline, she 
said. 

“Their beliefs, and it’s a 
new vaccine, so there’s not 
a lot of information and 
they don’t know where to 
get the information. It’s a 
personal choice.” 

So far, 12,000 young girls 
and women have taken the 
vaccination in Nova Scotia.

A crowd of about 1,000

Interpol agent Louis 
Salinger (Clive Owen) has 
dedicated his career to tak¬ 
ing down a powerful inter¬ 
national bank that has 
been secretly dealing in fi¬ 
nancing terrorism. He 
seeks support from a Man¬ 
hattan District Attorney 
(Naomi Watts) and sets out 


to chase down the cold¬ 
blooded corporate culprits 
from Berlin to Milan to 
New York and Istanbul. Un¬ 
fortunately, as fascinating 
as these locales are, this 
worldwide chase becomes 
plodding and tiresome ear¬ 
ly on by an eagerness to es¬ 
tablish expanse (we all get 
it, it’s a big bank). 

In fact, it isn’t until 
Salinger finds himself in a 
well-choreographed shoot¬ 
out in Manhattan’s Gug¬ 
genheim that The Interna¬ 


tional becomes the taut, 
suspenseful homage to 
’70s thrillers like The 
French Connection that it 
aspires to be. 

Playing an all-but-de¬ 
feated obsessive, Owen 
looks authentically ex¬ 
hausted.

The film was directed by 
Howard Hall, whose previ¬ 
ous underwater IMAX proj¬ 
ect, Deep Sea 3-D, is the 
second highest grossing 
IMAX doc to date. Hall is a 
master of creating immer¬ 
sive 3-D images that bring 
the audience as close to ac¬ 
tual underwater diving as 
possible without getting 
wet. 

The movie is filled with un¬ 


forgettable images that come 
alive on the massive IMAX 
screens. Some sequences 
such as a sea turtle eating a 
jellyfish or the bizarre mat¬ 
ing rituals of the giant cuttle¬ 
fish have an almost hypnotic 
pictorial beauty. 

When combined with the 
increasingly impressive mod¬ 
em 3-D technology the result 
is gorgeously stylized, yet re¬ 
alistic enough to have chil¬ 
dren and gullible adults 
grasping at the screen. Due to 
the vast scope of the IMAX 
screen the 3-D technology is 
not merely a gimmick like 
the ’50s horror films, but an 
incredible form of immersive 
visual stoiytelling that makes 
the screen feel like a window. 

There’s no denying that 
the primary success of Un¬ 
der the Sea lies in its wow 
factor. Jim Carrey narrates 
the piece, dropping facts to 
keep things educational, 
but frequently the imagery 
is so compelling that it can 
be difficult to concentrate 
on anything else.

Love, Hate and The Von Bondies

It used to be every band’s 
dream — sign to a major 
label, record a disc, and 
watch the money roll in. 
But after hearing what the 
Von Bondies went through 
on their big name label, 
it’s no wonder more acts 
are turning to indies. 

“One of the main guys at 
Sire told us that we’re not 
emo enough,” says Jason 
Stollsteimer, the band’s 
lead singer. “My answer was 
good, I want off the label. 
But, it took two years to get 
out of our contract.” 

Costly lawyers were in¬ 
volved, he wasn’t allowed to 


release anything the four¬ 
some recorded and he al¬ 
most gave up music forever. 
“I stopped playing for a year 
and a half cold turkey be¬ 
cause I was pissed,” he re¬ 
veals. “What’s the point of 
writing songs when no one 
is ever going to hear them?” 

To make matters worse, 
the singer got divorced 
from his wife of four years. 
“I realized I was not made 
to be at home,” he explains. 
“It was the best eye opener I 
ever had.” 

After finally extracting 
themselves from Sire, and 
with Stollsteimer’s personal 
life in order, the band was 
ready to produce their fol¬ 
low-up to 2004’s Pawn 
Shoppe Heart and one of 


their most invigorating re¬ 
leases in years. 

Love, Hate and Then 
There’s You, is a daring, in- 
your-face 12-song blast of 
amped-up garage rock. It’s 
loaded with soaring, singa- 
long vocals and a screw you 
attitude that likely comes 
from all the trials and tribu¬ 
lations the band’s faced 
over the last few years. 

Some fans might long for 
the blues-influenced tunes 
the Von Bondies released on 
their first disc, Lack of Com¬ 
munication, but Stoll¬ 
steimer says he’s never go¬ 
ing back to the old days. 

“Blues purists won’t like 
this record,” he says. “We’re 
not playing blues. We’re not 
regurgitating something 


that happened 40 years ago. 
We know too much to go 
back.” 

While they might have 
removed the blues from 
their past, one thing they 
can’t completely shake 
from their history is Stoll- 
steimer’s bar fight with The 
White Stripes’ Jack White. 
The punch-up resulted in a 
heap of negative press for 
the Von Bondies. 

Luckily, most of the back¬ 
lash has faded, except with 
“obsessed Stripes fans and 
bloggers” and it’s not a big 
deal for Stollsteimer any¬ 
more, especially consider¬ 
ing what else he’s had to 
deal with since. 

“That’s so far behind me. 
It’s a tiny little blip in my 


life,” he says. “Getting di¬ 
vorced was way worse.” 

Whatever life has in store 
for Stollsteimer going for¬ 
ward, he knows two thing 
for sure — he’ll never sign 
to another major again and 
he’ll keep playing music as 


long as he can. 

“I own the songs right 
now and I control eveiy- 
thing,” he says. “It’s not so 
much about money — I’d 
make more having a nor¬ 
mal job — but this is my 
drug of choice.”

French Tuna and 
Bell Pepper Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

14 oz (400 g) new potatoes 
1 3/4 oz (50 g) green beans 

7 1/2 oz (220 g) mixed sal¬ 
ad greens 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
parsley 

1 tbsp (15 ml) snipped 
fresh chives 

1 small red onion, thinly 
sliced 

1 tbsp (15 ml) black olive 
tapenade 

2 garlic cloves, chopped 

2 tbsp (25 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

1 tbsp (15 ml) red wine 
vinegar 

1 tsp (5 ml) balsamic vine¬ 
gar 

Pepper to taste 
10-15 radishes, thinly 
sliced 

1 can (6 oz/170 g) tuna in 
water, drained 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) cherry 
tomatoes 

1 each of red, yellow and 
green pepper, seeded and 
thinly sliced 

8 black olives 

METHOD: 

1. Place potatoes in a pot 
and cover with boiling wa¬ 


ter. Cook over medium 
heat 10 minutes. Add 
green beans and cook 5 
minutes or until potatoes 
are tender and beans are 
just cooked. Drain well 
and set aside to cool. 

2. Toss the salad greens 
with the parsley, chives 
and red onion in a large 
shallow bowl. 

3. For dressing, mix tape¬ 
nade with garlic, olive oil, 
red wine vinegar and bal¬ 
samic vinegar, and season 
with pepper. Pour two- 
thirds dressing over salad 
greens and toss well to 
mix. 

4. Halve potatoes and 
arrange on top of salad 
greens with green beans, 
radishes, tuna, tomatoes, 
peppers and olives. Pour 
over remaining dressing, 
garnish with basil leaves 
and serve.
